Peers High broke out in the 

Boardwalk Market food court 
Monday and Tuesday, prompting 
the suspension of two students. 

“They're at home thinking,” said 
principal Susan Burghardt. 
And they weren't fights, the 
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principal insists, of rough shoving 
matches involving up to 50 stu- 
dents, that took business lunch 
crowds by surprise. 

“It was posturing,” she said of 
Monday’s fracas. And a follow-up 
scuffle Tuesday was caused by 
“people from outside the school.” 

Some business tenants and 
Boardwalk clients might ask Burg- 
hardt to define the word “fight.” 
David Brown, a partner in Gibb 
and Brown Landscape Architects, 
ordered students to take their fight 
outside Monday. He was angered 
by the students’ behavior and by 
rumors some students were bring- 
ing weapons to the school. 

“I don’t know what they are 
communicating to those students, 
but they should specifically com- 
municate the expectations they'll 





have to meet when they are out of 


school,” he said. 

Part of the school’s philosophy 
is that by being located in the 
downtown core, students will feel 
they're a part of the business com- 
munity and learn what’s expected 
of them in the working world. 

The building had extra security 
staff on hand Tuesday, “but kids 
from both groups stepped in and 
stopped it themselves,” Burghardt 
said, adding there were no punch- 
es thrown and no weapons. 

She’s meeting with the build- 
ing’s owners today (Thursday) to 
find out “what we can do to help 
kids know that when they are fin- 
ished with school, they should just 
get on with their lives.”

Human Fights group folds, fate of funds questioned 


$60,000 in casino revenue sparked legal battles

ormer members of the Alberta 
Fitts Rights and Civil Liber- 

ties Association, which was 
stripped of its status as a non-prof- 
it society by the provincial govern- 
ment Oct. 15, are in the dark about 
efforts to revive the group and 
wonder what became of almost 
$50,000 believed to be in the asso- 
ciation’s bank account. 

Rita MacDonald, who served as 
treasurer of the group during the 
late 1980s, said the association 
held a casino which raised approx- 
imately $60,000 in 1989. 

Shortly afterward, the associa- 
tion’s board split into various fac- 
tions, each claiming jurisdiction 
over the group’s name and assets. 
The association became embroiled 
in a series of civil court cases, 
until it held a court-ordered gener- 
al meeting in May 1995, to elect 
new board members. 

The association lost its non- 
profit status because it hadn't filed 
annual returns since 1994. The 
Societies Act requires the returns 
be filed annually. But the associa- 
tion has been actively soliciting 
donations of office space, furni- 
ture and equipment in ads that 
appear in Vue Weekly. 

Former directors of the associa- 
tion expressed frustration at news 
of the association’s demise, claim- 
ing the group accomplished noth- 
ing. And they wonder about the 
fate of the group’s funds, held in 
an account at the Hong Kong Bank 
of Canada. 


Baldev Parmar, who was elected 
to the board during the 1995 court- 
ordered meeting, said he quit the 
board in anger after serving seven 
months. The association held 
meetings and passed motions, but 
“they didn’t want to act on any- 
thing. It was just a chat club.” 

And a costly one, too. Parmar 
said the group was on “a spending 
spree,” holding meetings at restau- 
rants where 17 board members 
would dine at the association’s 
expense. Parmar said the group 
also spent $5,000 to send a law stu- 
dent to a seminar in Ottawa, a 





move he was critical of. 

Parmar was also angered when 
a group of people was denied 
admittance to one of the associa- 
tion’s meetings. 

“They hired a guard — they 
wouldn’t let them in,” he said. 

Parmar said he can’t recall view- 
ing financial statements, or min- 
utes of meetings. Parmar believes 
the association’s bank account 
held approximately $46,000 while 
he was a board member. 

MacDonald, who served as asso- 
ciation treasurer until the May 
1995 meeting, agrees with the esti- 


mate, The 1995 court order also 
directed the association to pay 
lawyers irivolved in the case a total 
of $25,000 of the casino funds. 

Kashmira Singh Parmar, who 
was elected board secretary in 
1995, said John Kurian, elected 
president, and Luther Zimmerman, 
elected at that time as the board’s 
treasurer, kept the association's 
financial records. He also said that 
although he was secretary, he 
doesn’t recall taking minutes of 
the meetings. 

Zimmerman could not be reach- 
ed for comment.

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Art imitates life for Alberta author 


Critical acclaim follows Giller nominee Gail Anderson-Dargatz

nlike traditional farm couples, 
[Jes Anderson-Dargatz holds 

the cards in her marriage by 
rights of her earning power. Her 
book A Recipe for Bees was one 
of six books contending for 
Canada’s 1998 Giller Award. “I’m 
the breadwinner of the family,” 
she declares. 

Unfortunately, she narrowly 
missed $25,000 Tuesday night that 
went with the Giller Award hand- 
ed to Alice Munro (author of The 
Love of a Good Woman.) 

In the family business, husband 
Floyd figures prominently as 
“researcher, interviewer, office 
worker, brainstormer, a real sup- 
port.” He also provides fodder for 
her imagination. 

Anderson-Dargatz, at the end of 
an exhausting six-week book 
tour, explained her process of 
writing: “What I do with novels is 
I start with someone close to me 
who I love because to put out that 
much energy over years, you have 
to be deeply in love with the sub- 
ject matter.” 

A Cure for Death by 
Lightening (also nominated for a 
Giller) lives in the same territory 
as A Recipe for Bees. An agrarian 
culture, where pioneering protag- 
onists delve into enormous events 
made into the mundane and 
where the trivial is loaded with 
meaning, is the background for 
her interest in human nature and 
its hopeful fortitude to survive. 

Like Stone Diaries by Carol 
Shields, or Margaret Lawrence's 
The Stone Angel, Anderson- 
Dargatz writes through the eyes 
of an old woman in A Recipe for 
Bees. Augusta endured a hard 
farming life, circa 1940, with a 
brute of a husband and an even 
worse father-in-law. Her psychic 
abilities lend a sense of the extra- 
ordinary. Beekeeping brings a 
sensual metaphor for the meat of 
life. 

Though Anderson-Dargatz 
claims “this is not autobiographi- 
cal fiction” some facts of both the 
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Gail Anderson-Dargatz 
writes about things she is in 
love with: the result is 


book and her life are identical. 

Augusta tells the story looking 
back while waiting for news of 
her beloved son-in-law’s surgery 
to remove a brain tumour. 

Soon after marrying Floyd, 
whom Anderson-Dargatz met at 
the University of Victoria while 
studying creative writing and he 
seeking a degree in anthropology, 
his personality took an about- 
face, the result of an undiagnosed 
malformation of blood vessels in 
his brain. 

In 1994, brain surgery corrected 
the condition but the recovery 
was slow and it was discovered 
that Floyd had suffered a mild 
stroke. Through this ordeal 
Anderson-Dargatz sank into 
depression and coped by overeat- 
ing and writing eight hours a day 
(A Cure of Death by Lightening 
was produced). Her marriage sur- 
vived and sparked an interest in 
what makes a marriage endure. 


“I became interested in farm 
marriages,” said the native of 
Salmon Arm, B.C., who presently 
lives near Millet, Alta., where 
Floyd keeps bees. “I did look at 
my own, I looked at my parents’ 
farm marriage. I started with that 
as kind of a template. 

“We did a lot of interviews and 
started to see patterns in farm 
marriages. Details came out of 
that and the characters began to 
form and percolate.” 

A big difference was the dispos- 
ability_of modern urban mar- 
riages. “We live in a culture right 
now that expects marriages to 
dissolve. In a farm culture that’s 
not the case. People go through 
horrendous things over and over 
again and their marriages endure. 
The farm itself is part of the peo- 
ple’s identity and if you leave it, 
you leave everything.” 

In the book, Augusta has an 
affair and bears an illegitimate 





daughter. Karl, the husband who’s 
unable to have children, raises the 
child as his own. 

‘Tm almost a generation behind 
my sisters,” said the mid-30s 
writer. “My mother had an affair 
in her late thirties and produced 
me. My dad, who wasn’t my natur- 
al father, raised me just like his 
daughter.” 

She never questioned her pater- 
nity. 

“T look nothing like my sisters 
(she’s number five). I’m just 
under five-nine tall and was mus- 
cular and my sisters were petite, 
blue-eyed and blonde haired.” 

Even though there are similari- 
ties, Anderson-Dargatz affirms 
that “a novel is never real life; it’s 
a large exaggeration. Through my 
imagination I walk in other peo- 
ple’s shoes. I’m creating an illu- 
sion of reality. That’s the magic of 
it because it reflects back on our 
real lives.”

So when Pat Garrett, the 
bringer of his death, comes in, he 
senses something.” 

Scholar is digging deep for this 
role. The language in this play is 
deep, demanding and detailed. 

“It’s like Beat poetry,” said 
Scholar. You might guess this 
observation is a remnant from 
Scholar’s summer project — stag- 
ing the North American premiére 
of The Black Rider, an opera by 
William S. Burroughs and Tom 
Waits. 

But Ondaatje’s language does 
take off in that direction. And the 
script, by no means a musical, 
remains strong and rich in me 
rhythm.

Wiiigcield, iit all its glory

or the first time anywhere, The 
F vines Trilogy, with a new fourth 

instalment, will be playing at the Citadel 
Theatre for the month of November. Walt 
Wingfield is back in Letter From Wingfield 
Farm, Wingfield’s Progress, Wingfield’s 
Folly and Wingfield Unbound. 

The first three shows have been present- 
ed at the Citadel to sold-out audiences, 
starting in 1992. The fourth, only a year 
old, is brand-spanking new to our city. It 
kicks off and closes the month-long run of 
Wingfield shows, 

The Wingfield plays are written by Dan 
Needles, directed by Douglas Beattie and 
acted by Rod Beattie, but their duties have 
not been so clear-cut. The Beatties have 
been friends with Needles since childhood. 

“We sit down in perfect harmony and 
nobody raises their voices,” the 50-year-old 
actor said, facetiously, about the process 
of developing the character and his world 
in the Persephone Township. “We're still 
speaking and really like each other. 

“The process of minting the material 
began with Doug and I prodding Dan's 
memory,” said Ron, a native Torontonian. 
“Dan was our neighbor half the year and 
the rest of his time was spent on a farm 
near Rosemount.” 

The plays tell the story of a businessman 
who simplifies his life by buying a 100-acre 
farm. At least, simplifying is the plan. 

“These plays collect and constitute our 
most profound interests and beliefs about 
the 20th century,” he explained, from his 
home in Stratford, Ont. “Dan's interested 
in the fate of the family farm. (That 
lifestyle’s) important because it actually 
acquaints you with your life functions in 
terms of the rest of the planet.” 

Beattie’s quick to point out, however, 


that “we don’t actually push the furrowed- 
brow aspect very hard. It’s meant to be 
fun, witty and intelligent.” 

Beattie, a veteran of 11 seasons with the 
Stratford Festival, has played major 
Shakespearian roles and such gems as the 
professor in Oleanna at the Grand Theatre 
and the National Arts Centre and as Andy 
Ladd in an Ontario tour of Love Letters 
with his wife, actress Martha Henry. But 
for the last 10 years, it's as Walt Wingfield 
(and the 39 other characters in the four 
scripts) that audiences across the country 
have come to know him as. 

Does Beattie ever mix up the plays’ 

“They each have a very distinctive fla- 
vor, If you compare it to music. Letter 
from Wingfield Farm is like Aaron 
Copeland's Appalachian Spring — pio- 
neering and not particularly sophisticated. 
Wingfield’s Progress is like a Beethoven 
quartet with a real cello line — melancholy 
comes to fruition. Wingfield’s Foliy has a 
lot of complex counterpoint, like a Bach 
concerto and Wingfield Unbound is like 
Symphony Fantastique with its supernat- 
ural paranormal element.” 

Unlike a symphony though, it’s just Rod 
Beattie up on stage requiring “people to 
awaken their imaginations.”

) hear him tell it, keyboardist/- 
composer Wayne Horvitz is just 
an ordinary Joe who goes to 
work every day like the rest of the 
world. The statement belies the 
fact that, since he and many of the 
musicians he’s collaborated with 
began insinuating themselves in 
just about every genre of music 
known, his output has been quite 
prolific, 

What did you do this week, 
Wayne? Well let’s see: he just fin- 
ished a tour with his funk band 
Zony Mash in support of their new 
CD, Brand Spankin’ New. His lat 
est classical quartet premiéred in 
his home base of Seattle with he 
and guitarist Bill Frisell sitting in 
as featured soloists. There’s some 
film soundtrack work on the go 
and Horvitz played behind leg- 
endary cool alto sax player Lee 
Konitz the other night. Then 
there’s that solo album Mono- 
logues, just released on a small 
Portland label called Cavity 
Search, comprising works com- 
missioned by two different choreo- 
graphers. 

“And it seems like I don’t have 
any work,” Horvitz said from his 
home studio in Seattle. 

Horvitz and his wife, pianist/- 
singer/composer Robin Holcomb, 
will get through this little lull by 
coming to Edmonton for two 
nights of performances at the 
Yardbird Suite (10203 - 86 Ave.) 
Nov. 6 and 7. These are the sole 
Canadian dates the duo have 
planned. 

Holcomb has been best known 
in recent years for her albums on 
Elektra, the most recent being the 
critically-acclaimed Little Three 
(1996), an album dominated by 
austere solo piano compositions 
with gentle, folksy melodies. She

also provided vocals for Frisell’s 
1997 acoustic album Nashville 
which Horvitz produced 

As a member of such memo- 
rably noisy bands as John Zorn’s 
Naked City, Pig Pen and Motel Six 
(with Eyvind Kang and Soundgar 
den’s Matt Cameron), Horvitz 
denies the apparent disparity 
between the couple’s individual 
musical approaches. 

“We actually probably have 
more things in common musically 
than anybody I can imagine. Her 
bigger records don’t reflect as 
much of her experimental stuff 
that she was involved in for years 
So in concert, Robin will be doing 
a lot more improvising 

The duet has been a project-in 
waiting for Horvitz and Holcomb 
who've both devoted a lot of time 
to composing lately.

ennifer Berezan looks at the 
apeecces of artists like Mary 

Chapin Carpenter, Dar Williams 
and Shawn Colvin, and she knows 
people might think she moved to 
the wrong coast of the United 
States when she left Calgary for 
Berkeley, California in 1984. 

“A lot of the singer/songwriters 
who seem to have crossed over 
into the mainstream recently came 
from the eastern states,” Berezan 
said last week, when asked if 
there’s a healthy scene in Southern 
California to support folksy, 
acoustic musicians like herself. 

But she’s not complaining. 
Berezan has released four albums 
since leaving behind a fledgling 
Alberta musical career that saw 
her hanging out with people like 
as-yet-unsigned James Keelaghan 
and playing a lot of bars and a few 
concert-style gigs. Her most recent 
release was 1997’s Refuge, which, 
like her other recordings, makes 
reference in some small way to her 
Prairies roots but also speaks to a 
wider, more worldly audience.

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And worldliness is the reason 
Berezan doesn’t mind watching the 
eastern seaboard’s singer/songwrit- 
ers garner extra attention. The 
West Coast, she suggests, has 
something else to offer. 

“There’s much more of a world 
beat community on the West 
Coast, which I love. Those kinds of 
rhythms are really starting to influ- 
ence my music more and more,” 
she said. 

Berezan returns to Alberta regu- 
larly to perform; her most recent 
Edmonton concert was less than a 
year ago at a benefit for Change for 
Children. But Friday at the City 
Media Club (6005 - 103 St.), 
Edmontonians get their first 
chance to see her full band, includ- 
ing fellow guitarist Nina Gerber, 
back-up vocalist 
Anthony Costello, 
bassist Don 
Benedictson 
and percus- 
sion- . 


ist/vocalist Chris Webster. 

“I let them sing a lot more live,” 
Berezan said of the three-part 
vocals. “We arrange a lot of songs 
differently.” She also praised long- 
time collaborator Gerber for her 
ability to engage Berezan in some 
lovely guitar duels. 

And who knows, Berezan might 
even offer a sneak preview of 
material from her next recording 
project. That could be a little diffi- 
cult, however, considering it 
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promises to fall far outside tradi- 
tional folk/pop boundaries. 

‘Tm going to be recording a lot 
of it in Malta (in the Mediterranean 
Sea), in a 6,000-year-old under- 
ground site,” she explained. It will 
again be her own work, but it will 
be more along the lines of spiritual 
chants, and she has enlisted the 
help of some California-based 
Middle Eastern singers as well as 
harpist Loreena McKennitt’s per- 
cussionist.

“Don’t forget, what we’ve got 
here is a new scheme (in Alberta) 
that is only a year old,” she contin- 
ued. “18A’ is a wide open category 
for someone to take a child of any 
age (to the movie). It was created 
to bridge the gap — and it’s a con- 
siderable gap — between ‘14A’ 
(those under 14 need adult accom- 
paniment) and ‘Restricted.’ The 
rating is like any new tool: you're

“It’s

“I found the film to be disturbing 
in certain scenes,” Ostapchuk con- 
tinued.

Still, noted the theatre manager, 
“not showing the film was an 
option if we didn’t get the rating 
we asked for.”

No Hollywood-esque special effects, but performances are compelling

n end-of-the-world movie 
Pieces require a huge special- 
effects budget. Don McKellar’s 
latest film, Last Night, proves this 
without a doubt. 

Last Night gives us a glimpse of 
the world gone seriously crazy: no 
one goes to work, looting is wide- 
spread, government has collapsed 
and there is no public transporta- 
tion. People respond in one of two 
ways: some want to remain civi- 
lized and decent until the end, liv- 
ing their last days simply with 
some sentimentality; understand- 
ably, others go totally berserk.

The site’s design is less than 
engaging, but it’s simple enough to 
achieve its goals. And besides, 
when you're preaching to the con- 
verted, you don’t necessarily need 
to impress them with flashy 
designs. Made for viewers to scroll 
through, this site should come 
equipped with frames or an index 
of some sort, because there is too 
much information to scroll 


through here. 

Some surfers might miss what 
they came looking for. 

Another problem lies in the fact 
that much of the information here 
is quite outdated. 

However, the site is almost 
entirely text-based, meaning quick 
loading times. And it is exhaustive. 

The site includes tons. of infor- 
mation. Want to know about the 
local Chilean community’s reac- 
tion to the arrest of Augusto 
Pinochet? 

It’s here. 

So is information on upcoming 
rallies and seminars against the 
MAI, Bill 37 (dealing with private 
health care in Alberta), campaigns 
against the privatization of EPCOR 
and AQUALTA; lobbying efforts to 
prevent the provincial government 
from moving the provincial 
archives out of Edmonton and a 
handful of environmental issues 
news pages. 

The list of links at this site is 
enormous. The Redmonton site 
should be bookmarked in any 
social activist’s browser.

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he language of love has always
